Sadat defends his 
approach to U.S. 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday defended his rapproche- 
ment with the U.S., terming the 
erlticg of his friendship with Wash- 
ington “as sick, and political adoles- 
cents,” 

Sadat was speaking to a May Day 
workers’ mags rally in the industrial 
Cairo suburb of Helwan. 

Delivering his address in strong 
terms and in a self-confident man- 
ner, Sadat lashed out at “juvenile 
politicians” who, he said, “consider 
a Kissinger visit to Moscow and 
Peking a positive step, but regard 
a visit by Kissinger to Cairo, Da- 
mascus and Algiers as treason,” 

‘Without naming his critics, Sa- 
dat made it obvious he was mainly 
referring to Libya, which on Tues- 
day night accused Egypt of taking 
refuge under the U.S. umbrells. His 
words were algo seen as directed at 
the Soviet Union. 

“They consider Kissinger's me- 
diation in the Vietnam war and his 
talks with North Vietnam as a vic- 
tory for the Vietnameze and an act 


of cooperation with the Soviet Union 
— but regard his mediation in the 
Middie East and his talks with us 
as a defeat for us and a hostile 
act towards the Soviet Union,” 
Sadat said. 

“The opening of a branch of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank in Moscow 
is 8 good thing, but the opening 
of another branch in Cairo is a 
danger to us. The use of American, 
German and Japanese capital for 
building factories In Russia and ex- 
tracting natural gas in Siberia is 
acceptable, but the use of such 
capital in reconstructing the cities 
of the Suez Canal and in the deve- 
lopment of (Egypt's) Western De- 
sert ts not acceptable," Sadat said, 
adding, “This is political adolescence 
symptomatic of sickness and lack 
of self-confidence.” 

The Egyptian leader said that his 
country’s dispute with the U.S. was 
“never a question of principle but 
rather of politics.” He consolidated 
iis friendship with Washington af- 
ter the Americans changed their 
Middle Hast position, he claimed.

Jordan's King Hussein yesterday 

voiced his country’s strongest en- 
dorsement of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization by declaring he 
agreed with the rest of the Arab lead- 
ers that the PLO was the legiti- 
mate representative of the Pales- 
tintan people. 
Tn a May Dey speech et Am- 
man's Youth Stadium, Hussein said 
that he was prepared to consider 
himself relieved of the need to con- 
duct talks with Israel “if it is the 
unanimous will of the Arab coun- 
tries that the PLO should alone 
shoulder the responsibilities of re- 
covering Palestinian rights, includ- 
Ing those m the West Bank and 
Jerusalem.” 

But Hussein cautioned that it is 
his country which woukl be nego- 
Hating the issues of the West Bank 
and Jerusalem at the Geneva peace 
conference, emphasizing that Jor- 
dan’s role had been fully coordina- 
ted with Egypt, Syrie and Saudi 
Arabia. He said that the PLO 
would bear the subsequent burden 
of the rights of the Palestinian 
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people that fall beyond those of 
Jordan as defined within the frame- 
work of the Security Council re- 
solution 242, 

The Jordanian monarch reitera- 
ted that he was following Egypt 
and Syria in pursuing a military 
disengagement with Israel. He 
pointed out that he wanted a troop 
separation along the Jordan river 
aimed at Israel's “complete with- 
drawal from the West Bank, in 
particular Jerusalem.”

Centuries-old bacteria revived | 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Bacteria found frozen in a 
state of suspended animation in the Antarctic have 
been revived, two California scientists have reported. 

The two suggested that the discovery could ald 
in the understanding ‘of how life evolved on earth. 
And, they sald, it strengthens speculation that bac- 
terial life might be hibernating in the subsurface 
permafrost of Mars. 


The report came from Dr. Roy Cameron and Frank 
Morelli of Darwin Research Institute, Dana Point, 
California. 


The scientista said the bacteria — not yet idei- 
tified — were found in permanently frozen ground 
and sediment cores drilled at two separate sites 
about 100 kms. apart in the Memurdo Sound region 
of Antarctica.

DUBLIN (UPI). — Police seeking

art robbery said yesterday they 
believed a key witness in the $20m, 
operation had failed to came for- 
ward to tell what he saw.

Throughout Japan thousands of 
workers, protesting inflation and 
vowing to topple Prime Minister 
Kakuei Tanaka’s Goverment, staged 
May Day rallies.

At the Vatican Pope Paul sent his 
blessings to workers, but warned 
that many “are fascinated by ideas, 
frequently coming from far away, 
which have the sign of revolt and 
do not guarantee truth and happi- ἃ 
ness.” 

In England, the Labour Govern- 
ment marked the day by making a 
start on the repeal of a labour .re- 
lations law adopted by the former 
Conservative Government to ‘curb 
wildcat strikes. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
interrupted talks with U.S. Secretary, 
of State Henry Kissinger to make a 
May Day speech at an industrial 
centre south of Cairo. 

BOMB IN MONTEVIDEO 

In Uruguay, a powerful bomb ex- 
ploded in front of a newspaper office 
on the eve of the first May Day in 
many years without an ‘official Ia- 
bour celebration. The Montevideo 
newspaper sides with military-back- 
ed President Juan Bordaberry, who 
outlawed labour union activities. 

In Lahore, Pakistan, a May Day 
march was called off after Mustafa 
Khan, who was to have led the 
march, was reported arrested, The 


arrest of Khan, the former chief 
minister of Punjab Province, follow- 
ed 4 day of violence on Tuesday in 
Lahore. A Labour leader who sup- 
ported Khan was shot dead, and 11 
people were wounded by gunfire 
while marching in a demonstration

MAROH IN BERLIN 
East German armed forces goose- 
stepped in East Berlin in Europe’s 
only military May Day parade. The 
city’s Western allied commandants 
called it a violation of the post-war 
Big Four agreement banning Ger- 
man military units in Berlin. 
Rumania has become the first 
European Communist nation, in ef- 
fect, ta call off May Day.

WHY THE DECLINE 
IN TRAIN TRAVEL?

T= State Comptroller's new re- 

port on the passenger services of 
the Railways reads like a summary

Successive railway managers have 
pleaded mostly in vain, for more 
rolling stock. In 1967 the 
Ministry approved “in principle” the 

of 10 airconditioned 
coaches but asked for a forecast of 
increased revenue which they would 
provide. The General Manager could 
not give this. Nothing was done. 
Two years later he asked for seven 
coaches to carry soldiers and to re- 
lieve overcrowding. Still no conches. 
In April 1971 the purchase of six 
was decided on. Four months later 
they were ordered from Yugoslavia 
without airconditioning. 

Early in 1972 the Ministry decided 
to purchase second-hand railcars in 
Canada, on a recommendation of 
the Ministry’s economists. The cost 
turned out to be high because of 
the need for thorough recondition- 
ing of cars (no longer manufactur- 
ed) and for opening a new repair 
unit at the workshops. The idea 
was dropped. Instead a delegation 
went to Europe to shop for new 
railears, over the objections of the 
railways’ management. They were 
bought in Italy, at a cost of $3m. 
and will be delivered this year, 
seven years after the management 
asked for them.
